"The wigs aren't a fad,” said 
Doris Fleischer, treasurer of the 
Joseph Fleischer Co., which has 
been in other people's hair for 
128 years. "They'll stay in style 
because they provide the solution

plaguing

. . that of baby-fine, l i m p 
locks.” 
But women other 
than 
those 
with hair problems are wearing 
the new crowning glories cover­ 
ing their own. In colors ranging 
from a conservative brown to a

Some buy them just for kicks: 
others want a change 
of color 
without having to bleach or dye. 
Still others, especially business 
women and busy socialites, find 
them artful

head of real hair desperately in 
need of shampoo and set. 
Wig m akers can't produce sta­ 
tistics on overall sales of wigs.

Threaten 
To Stop 
Baseball 


NEW YORK (UPD - Four lead­ 
ing college athletic directors today 
urged professional baseball to 
enact legislation to eliminate the 
wholesale s i g n i n g of under­ 
graduate collegians. 
The athletic directors who spoke 
out against •'raiding” of college 
campuses by organized baseball 
were L R. «Dutch' Meyer of Tex­ 
as Christian; Everett D. Barnes 
of Colgate: Don Faurot of Mis­ 
souri and Stu Holcomb of Purdue. 
Their sta '.ementa were released by 
the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association. 


CITING RESULTS from a re 
cent survey by the NCAA and the 
American Association of College 
Baseball Coaches, the four direc­ 
tors said that all of the f a c t s 
were overwhelming in favor of 
such restriction. 
The survey showed that less 
than five per cent of the 403 col­ 
lege players w h o signed profes­ 
sional contracts during the last 10 
years m ade the grade in the m a­ 
jor leagues. 


THE ATHLETIC directors said 
it was unfair to expect the col­ 
leges to continue to expand col­ 
lege baseball by creating addi­ 
tional facilities and increasing 
budget appropriations when "ruin­ 
ous raiding and constant interfer­ 
ence’’ by professional baseball 
demoralized teams, lessened in­ 
terest, irrita'ed college personnel, 
and "clearly was not in the best 
interest of the boys involved.” 
Meyer, for years one of the 
Southwest’s outstanding baseball 
and football coaches, said: 


**U N L E S S 
PROFESSIONAL 
baseball is willing to come to 
some agreem ent to cut down pro­ 
miscuous raiding of college play­ 
ers. I would be in favor of drop­ 
ping intercollegiate baseball at 
our institution and would recom­ 
mend that the Southwest Confer­ 
ence abandon it as an intercol­ 
legiate sport. 
"It doesn't make sense to spend 
a lot of money for intercollegiate 
baseball in face of such raiding, 
particularly when the m o n e y 
could he used in promoting other 
sports.”
